Heney called on Howe one morn- 
ing and asked for his deeds and papers, 
explaining tbat he desired to deposit 
them with a trust company. Howe has 
not seen him since. The trust com- 
pany holds the deeds and papers, but 
its officers refuse to discuss the where- 
abouts of Heney. 


The investments made by Howe for 


Heney amount to several thousand 
dollars aud were consummated just 
about the time he retired from the 
mint.

The Plain Tacts'Given By the "Journal" 


Unpalatable to Some People. 


The JOURNAL yesterday gave some 


plain facts regarding the bullion stolen 
from the mint. These facts are sus- 
ceptible of proof and are therefore un- 
palatable to some people. Some of 
those people, while not daring to dis- 
pute the facts, tried to break their 
force by stating that certain persons 
formerly connected with the mint, and 
suspected of being implicated in the 
bullion theft, had left for parts un- 
known. Well, it must be admitted, 
that if they did'nt get out of the coun- 
try it was their own fault, the sleuth- 
hounds certainly gave tham ample 
time to get away. 


The JOURNAL gave no names, did not 


accuse any particular person of steal- 
ing the gold, did not say that those im- 
plicated had left the country or had in- 
vested largely in mortgages, or that the 
gold coins made at the Carson Mint 
contains more alloy than those made 
at any other mints, but it did say that 
about 
$20,000 of refined gold was 


brought to Beno, that the officers knew 
the name of the person who received 
the proceeds of that bullion, and that 
these are facts tbat can be proved, all 
of which it now reiterates. It also 
stated 
that the refined 
gold 
was 


brought to Beno before Superintendent 
Adams had charge of the mint, and, 
disagreeable as it may be to certain in- 
dividuals, it is true.

Some Famous Men Whose ChUdhood Wu 


tu Bemmhttble as Their Maturity. 


Sir Cb.ristoph.or Wren was a prodigy 


in yonth, as in maturity. Ooghtred, the 
Stst mathematician ol his day, declarea 
in the preface to his great book that an 
"ingenious boy, gentleman commoner 
at Wadham," had enlarged the sciences 
of astronomy, gnomonios, statics and 
mechanics by most tjrilliant discov- 
eries, "praeclaris inventis.'' This was 
Wren at the age of 15. A year before 
that ho had taken out a patent for an in- 
strument to write with' two pens at the 
same time. In the same year he was ap- 
pointed demonstrating assistant'on anat- 
omy at Surgeons' hall. 


Wren lived to justify his early prom- 


ise, but Dugal Stewart tells us of a boy 
vho, 
as he hoped, "would rival the 


ame of Sir Isaac Newton." This was 
ue BOU of Count PusgstalL 
"I cannot 


elp considering him," 
wrote the 


coton professor, "as the most extraor 
inary prodigy of intellectual endow- 


ment that has ever fallen tinder nry 
;nowledge.'' This is a great saying in- 
leed from Dngal Stewart, who was not 
;iveu to enthusiasm nor careless cspres- 
iou. 


Unfortunately we have no detailed 


nformation about [the youth's acquire- 
ments in later years. He died at 19 of 
;eneral decay apparently. But Mr. Le- 
maistre met him in his travels and pub- 
ished an account in 1806, the boy be- 
ng then 5 years old. "He sits on a car- 
pet, surrounded by his books, and when 
;he gravest Riid most acute remarks fall 
rom the lips of this little person a 
spirit seems to speak rather than child, 
and the fine expression which sparkles 
on his countenance tends to strengthen 
the idea." 


Among other tests, Mr. Lemaistre 


isked him to make a map of the Vene- 
;ian empire, which he did with accuracy.
